The
Colleton County Maintenance Facility formerly operated two underground
storage tanks (UST) used for storage of petroleum. The USTs were removed
from the ground in September 1993. The facility is located on Hwy 303 South of
Walterboro, South Carolina.

Corrective action will consist of the injection of hydrogen peroxide to
enhance chemical oxidation followed by natural attenuation.
